It was the same quiet, 
gradual buying which has held the 
market steady recently in the face 
of unfavorable influences. 

The only movements of conse- 
quence today occurred shortly after 
the opening. Small declines in some 
of the favorite shares stimulated 
buying and the list was quickly placed 
well above yesterday's close. Then 
rame a recession on which gains were 
cancelled and the market thereafter 
barely moved.

MERCHANTS INCREASE STOCKS 
WITH CONFIDENCE. 


Lamber Mills Operating, With 
large Demand for Workmen 
Which Market Cannot Supply. 
Sugar Yield Best in Three Years 
and Cotton Prospects Are Good. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 6.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Due to a combina- 
tion of local circumstances, money 
continues tight In this section of the 
South. The principal cause is the 
lateness of the cotton crop. This has 
kept money tied up in country banks 
and with cotton buyers and has de- 
layed the returns from marketing the 
crop. 

Land development projects still in 
an unproductive state have required 
immense sums, as have other in- 
dustries. There is a considerable de- 
mand for money from Central 
American countries that is met by 
the banks here. Activity on the 
Cotton Exchange has created an 
unusual. demand for money for 
speculative. purposes. Altogether the 
demand has exceeded the supply. 
There will be relief after the year- 
end settlement. 

Prosperity is general. Labor is 
scarce and some. difficulty in finding 
enough men has been experienced by 
the sugar planters and sawmill men. 

Retail trade is splendid and stocks 
are being increased with confidence. 
There is practically no market for 
mercantile paper locally. 

GOOD SUGAR YIELD. 

The sugar yield will be the best 
in three years, which is most fortu- 
Quantities of 


for two years. Owing to the new 
tariff this is the last year that the 
sugar planters will have to realize. 
The heavy yield this year will per- 
init them to. wipe out the greater part 
of the indebtedness. As practically 
all danger of damage to the crop 
has passed, much better feeling has 


resulted in financial circles.

The dividends in question consist 
of that portion of premiums not 
needed for the conduct of the busi- 
ness. The companies contend that 
when such excess is used to reduce 
succeeding premiums, to increase the 
amount of insurance or to diminish 
the time of the insurance, according 
to the election of the insured, it is 
not a dividend and should be deducted 
from the gross income. Should the 
government not succeed in getting 
the court to reverse the lower tri- 
bunal, it will be compelled to refund 
about $1,500,000 and to make further 
collections under the present income 
tax law.

planted ground of whatever crop. 
The reclamation service has con- 
cerned itself also with the tabula- 

tion of data concerning crop yields. 
For a twelve-month period endiig 
September 30, the government canals 
and reservoirs of this locality sup- 
+plied water within this valley to 168,- 
$12 acres, divided into 2680 farms. 
The average of sixty acres to the 
farm is considered notably ow, 
though decreasing year by year. The 
total crop yield is valued at $4,562,- 

879. or $28.17 an acre. — 
CROP DETAILS. 
Alfalfa led as the principal crop, 
returning average yields per acre of 
$28 on an output of four tons to 
the acre. The hay crop had a total 
value of $2.412,380. Among other 
crops Egyptian cotton on 4544 acres 
vielded. $340,837; deciduous fruits,

C. They were virtually »sut- 
grown upon completion and now are 
inadequate to receive the largest 
ships. 

Rear-Admiral H. R. Stanford,

day, adds there are but three dry- 
docks available to receive the largest 
battleships. These are at New York, 

Norfolk and Puget Sound. 

“The necessity of having «at least 
two docks of maximum dimensions in 
each of the principal. yards,” Admiral 
Stanford continues, “is an urgent mill- 
tary requirement to meet the possi- 
bility that a single dock may have 
to be withdrawn from routine serv- 
lee by the unexpected arrival of a 
vessel in distress. The desirability 
of having several drydocks at one 
yard cannot be questioned from a 
military point of view.”

“We will have war until the day 
comes when tnventions make war im- 
possible. Until the day arrives when 
the nations perceive that war no 
longer pays, we should be ready in 
case of assault to curl up like a por- 
cupine bristling at every point im- 
pregnable to attack.” 

Representative Mann of Illinois, 
supporting the resolution, declared it 
would not be to the discredit of any 
individual to offer a proposition that 
spoke of peace nor to the discredit of 
any committee to propose such a plan 
regardiess of whether it should suc- 
ceed or fail.

He points out that the 
sale of by-products in the form of 
gasoline and illuminating oils will 
go far toward covering the expense 
of production and at the same time 
furnish the ships with suitable fuel 
at a cost considerably below the pres- 
ent price.

Francis J. Heney) and Chester 
Rowell of Fresno are avowed candi- 
dates to succeed Senator Perkins, 
whose term expires next yeer, and 
who will not be a candidate for re- 
election. There has been a feeling 
that this rivalry ought to be com- 
posed before it went to the primaries, 
that elther defeated candidate would 
draw with him strength from the 
party. Many leaders who argued this 
way urged Gov. Johnson as the strong- 
est man to represent the party na- 
tionally. 

Opposed to this group was another 
which argued that Johnson was 
needed in the State to hold his party 
together and was determined to run 
him for Governor again. 


There was a long conference this 
morning, which the Governor at- 
tended, and the gossip that floated 
out of the closed room was that the 
Governor had served notice definitely 
that he would not again run to suc- 
ceed himeelt.

Promise Not to Make Any Further 
Use of the Name and Organiz- 
tion of the Republican Party and 
to Behave in the Futere—*“Chry- 
salis Stic” Again.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 6.—From 
every Congressional district of Cali- 
fornia the Progressives of the State 
met today in party conference, 
repudiated their old-time affiliation 
with the national Republican party, 
cheered their leader, Gov. Hiram W. 
Johnson, and entered tmmediately on 
the business of a temporary organiza- 
tion. ; 

Francis J. Heney and Chester 
Rowell of Fresno aire avowed candi- 
dates to succeed Senator Perkins, 
whose term expires next year, and 
who will not be a candidate for re- 
election. There has been a feeling 
that this rivairy ought to be com- 
posed before it weht to the primaries, 
that either defeated candidate would 
draw with him strength from the 
party. Many leaders who argued this 
way urged Gov. Johnson as the strong- 
est man to represent the party na- 
tionally. 

Opposed to this group was another 
which argued that Johnson was 
needed in the State to hold his party 
together and was determined to run 
him for Governor again. 


There was a long conference this 
morning, which the Governor at- 
tended, and the gossip that floated 
out of the closed room was that the 
Governor had served notice definitely 
that he would not again run to suc- 
ceed himself. 

At the offices of the State Railroad 
Commission, President John M. Bshie- 
man was the center of another little 
whiripool of politics. The greatest 
pressure was brought to bear on him 
to permit his candidacy te  »be 
launched by Gov. Johnson at the 
eonference, but he was resolute that 
it must not be done.

“What are we going to do with 

our Christmas souvenirs?” the saloon 
keepers are asking the Police Com- 
mission. 
_ “We should worry,” replied the 
com mission. “You saw our order 
about giving away premiums with 
drinks.” 

Saioon keepers of Los Angeles have 
invested $25,000 in souvenirs, which 
are given away annually to preferred 
customers. There are 208 saloons in 
the city and hardly one of them but 


has prepared to extend the compli-| the 


ments of the season in the form of 
a novelty, a miniature bottle of rare 
old boose, or something of the sort. 
Novelty agents, who annually reap 
a harvest in this trade, say that at 
least $25,000 worth of these “Christ- 
mas presents” were ordered this year 
by saloon keepers before the commis- 
sion issued its order. 

That was before the Police Com- 
mission passed a resolution making it 
a cause sufficient for, revocation of li- 
cense for any saloon keeper to give 
away with drinks any as 
a premium. 

The saloon keepers, who have their 
holiday stocks of souvenirs, naturally 
have construed this ruling as a shot 
at the “good-fellow” trade. When the 
preferred customer enters the saloon 
during the holidays for a drink he 
cannot be given, as in the past, a 
neat little souvenir of his favorite | 
emporium.

It is 
a sufficient reason that certain ex- 
porters, little scrupulous, do not hesi- 
tate to mix with the fine nuts, nuts 
more common and less esteemed. This 
fraud has taken for some time an im- 
portance so t that at the Instiga- 
tion of Mr. ard, professor of ag- 
riculture at Saint-Marcellin. syndi- 
cates have been formed for the most 
par tin the cantons of the I'Sere to 
exercise control over shipments made 
by thelr members and to guarantee 
by means of @ label authenticity of 
° We are not yet at an official 
delimitation of the Grenoble nuts, but 
the thing can be very well brought 
about some day. 

“On the other hand, the ‘renewing’ 
of nuts is now made upon a vast scale 
and ig a practice t cannet be 
easily too rigorously forbidden. It 
consists simply in immersing in wa- 
ter, more or less salt, old nuts of a 
year, of which the kernel has become 
more or less shriveled; plunged into 
the Hquid the meat swells, the in- 
ternal skin grows light colored and 
the weight is increased; there re- 
mains only to bleach tle shells in 
sulphuric acid to give them the ap- 
pearance of fresh nuts. However, the 
value of the frult thus treated is medi- 
ocre, their keeping quality precarious 
and their digestion cannot be with- 
out inconvenience. So f consum- 
ers complain very justly and are be- 
ginning to manifest their discontent 
by lowering the price of purchase. 

“In 1908-1910 Grenoble nuts in the 
shell were generally sold to Ameri- 
can merchants on the spot for 115 
france per 100 kilos and at the same 
time the kernels hed a value of 4 
france a kilo.

American Institute of Architects 
Votes Unanimously to Gather in 
Los Angeles—Local Man Flected 
te the Directorate at ube Meeting 
in New Orleans. — 
Announcement was made yesterday 
afternoon by telegram to R. BR. 
Young, president of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Architects, that the hun- 
dreds of delegates in attendance at 
the annual convention of the institute 
at New Orleans had unanimousty 
voted at the morning business session 
in the southern city to hold the 1915 
convention of the national afrchitec- 
tural body in Los Angeles. The inter- 
ests of this city were urged before 
the convention by the half-dozen dele- 
gates from this city and received in- 
stant and enthusiastic support. 
At the same session Octavius Mor- 
gan, senior member of the firm of 
Morgan.

“The Blindness of Virtue’ will be 
presented at the Majestic Theater 
this week, the engagement starting 
tonight.

The story concerns a vicar, hie wife, 
their seventeen-year-old daughter 
‘and a young man, who has been sent 
by his father to be tutored by the 
vicar. Effie Pemberton, the daugh- 
ter, has been allowed to grow to 

manhood in utter ignorance of the 
meanings and temptations of, sex. The 
boy, Archie Graham, has sowed some 
of his wild oats, but has a good-sized 
spark of: manhood. in him for all 
éhat. He and Effie fail in love with 
each other, and the girl in her igno- 
ant innocence tempts the young fel- 
low almost beyond endurance. 

Found by her father in each oth- 
ers arms in the boy's bedroom, the 
boy is accused of the worst by the 
terrified father. Archie denies it and 
upbraids the vicar in a furious out- 
burst of indignation for having @llowed 
his daughter to remain in total igno- 
rance of her womanhod and its pow- 
ers. The vicar in turn reproves hia 
wife for having broken her promise, 
recently made him, to initiate her 
young daughter into the mystery of 
sex. It is finally made clear, however, 
by the girl herself that she is still in- 
nocent and ignorant. The vicar begs 
the boy's forgiveness and the girl 
goes out to her mother to be told 
some of the things she should have 
learned before. 

The same lesson ts taught again 
through a minor character in the 
play, Mary Ann, a little village girl, 
who has “got into trouble” because 
of her ignorance. The poor young 
thing’s unconscious response to the

LONDON LOSING PRESTIGE 
AS THEATRICAL CENTER. 


With Fifty-four Licensed Houses Nightly Attendance 
Only ‘Averages Between Twenty-five and Thirty 
Thousand—Ministers and Bishops Are Heading Cru- 
sade to Abolish Improper V audeville Acts. — 


ONDON, Nov. 22.—Theatrical 
L, business in England is slumping 
downwards. The London stage is 
in a parlous state, and nobody knows 
what is going to happen—least of all 
the theatrical managers who wring 
their hands helplessly and try to think 
they may be saved by the names of 
great authors or by new and extrava- 
gant methods of advertisement. 

One grim fact, however, stands out 
with startling distinctness. London 
has ceased to be the principal play 
producing center in Europe. Ber- 
nard Shaw, for instance, prefers Ber- 
lin or Vienna, and men like Sir J. 
M. Barrie and Arnold Bennett deciare 
in private they pin their faith to the 
ud ent of New York. Smaller men 
blame the. critics, but the 
critics of London are no better and 
no worse than the critics of other 
European capitals. And first night 
audiences who go out to wreck plays 
—as they did recently for Ned Way- 
burr and his “Magic Staircase”—can 
be easily sat on and made to be good. 

Pretty Sheila Hayes, who has just 
concluded her engagement as a “star” 
in Shaw's ill-fated play, “Androcies 
and the Lion,” says that actors and 
actresses with creative ability are 
looking to the big cities of the United 
States in ever-increasing numbers to 
save them from the dead rot that has 
set in on the London stage. “I am off 
to New York soon,” she added, “and 
I know I shall have a good time in 
America. There is no audience in the 
world sé keen and so appreciative of 
yeur best efforts as is an American.” 

QUAINT EXPERIMENTS. 

Meanwhile all manner of quaint 
and curious experiments are being 
tried in London, to crush vaudeville 
entertainments, to keep the “movies” 
in a suitably-humble position, and to 
make theaters crowded to their doors.

There ought t> be 
no sex in art, and yet it is an un-, 
doubted fact that a large proportion 
of managers (there are many honor- 
able exceptiona, I am glad to say) 
still appraise an applicant sot by her 
abilities, but by her phisical attrac- 
tiveness. A woman of talent ought 
not to be compelled’to go through the 
ordeal of being regarded much as if 
she were some prize animal. I have 
been through the experience myself, 
and I will never forget it. They do 
things better in Russia, where abil- 
ity, and ability alone, counts in the 
ttheater. If our organization does 
nothing else but eliminate this low 
sex standard, it will have done @ fine 
thing. 

“The Woman's Theater also intends

UNIONS DEMAND RECOGNITION, 
The Railwaymen’s Union is voting 
on a proposal to give notice of the ter- 
mination of the counciliation scheme 
agreed upon by the men and the com- 
panies after the strike of 1911.

There is no 
fepertory theater at all, and a very 
slender choice of plays worth seeing 
each week.

London also needs working-class 
theaters. St. Petersburg and Moscow 
have such places, where, for 6 or 12 
cents, classical plays can be seen.

PETERSBURG, DATE—OH, 
BOTHER! Anthony Darling: It has 
afi been so adorable, and we ieave for 
London temeorrow.

We saw Les Syphides, and I have’ 
lost my heart to Nijinsky, Karsavina’s 
dancing partner. If I can’t have a 
husband like him I won't have any. 
Grace is a poor word to use. An- 
thorny darling, he is the quintessential 
essence of rarified grace, supple, lis- 
som, soft and strong, almost woman- 
ish and yet intensely masculine. His 
face is beautiful, youthful and wise 
and—well, it's awfully exciting to 
have a crush on a dancing man and 
know just how the young princelings 
feel when they have crushes on danc-*« 
ing girls! Do you think it would im- 
prove the strain of our effete Amer- 
ican aristocracy if some of us pro- 
gressive girls married into the ballet 
in the game way that the Bri 
peerage marries into musical com- 
edy?

‘SEES NEW ERA. 


FOR EURASIA. 


Ferrero Says American Ideas 
Are Growing There. 
He Believes They Present a 
Great Problem. 
The Historian Wonders Over 
Final Outcome. 


P. Correspondence to The Times.) 

PARIS, Nov. 22.—America has 
Started a new current of civilization 
in the world, according to Guglielmo 
Ferrero, the Roman historian. Prof. 
Ferrero, in a lecture before the So- 
clete des Conferences -Etrangeres in 
Paris, contrasted America and Eu- 
rope and declared that new standards 
of judgment must be formed if Eu- 
rope is to understand America at its 


of qual- 
We look upon the es of 
America, for instance, with a kind of 
disdain. They are often regarded in 
Europe in the same light as the riches 
of a barbarous people which, to ac- 
quire them, has forsaken man’s su- 
perior spiritual activities. It is not 
necessary to spend much time in 
America to see that Am are 
very far from being Jevoted solely 
to the pursuit of wealth. 

“I have also heard it said that 
Americans are without taste for art: 
that their cities are hideous. They 
are pictured as paying large prices 
for anything that Is antique or paases 
as such, without distinguishing the 
beautiful and the authentic from the 
mediocre and the false. It is unjust 
to say that the American is indif- 
ferent to beauty. Moreover, who 
would dare to affirm that the progress 
of the arts, letters and sciences is at 
this moment the principal preoc- 
cupation of the old world? Listen to 
what is sald about us. We hear 
nothing but talk of perfecting eco- 
nomic equipment, the exploitation of 
iron and coal mines, tndustrial de- 
velopment, and how to increase trade. 
If all this is Americah, then Europe 
must be undergoing Americanization 
at an amazingly rapid pace.” 

M. Ferrero sees in this new spirit, 
which has developed since the dis- 
covery of America, an immense his- 
torical movement which threatens to 
overthrow the very foundations of the 
present civilization. It 's founded on 
the idea of progress, which, born at 
the end of the seventeenth or the be- 
ginning of the eighteenth century, 
now dominates our civilization. 

“This idea of this progress is as 
vague and indefinite in its meaning,” 
said M. Ferrero, “aa it is popular and 
powerful in action. But it is a strange 
phenomenon that just in this century 
of so-called progress*everyone seems 
to be complaining of the decadence of 
things. Are we g or are we 
not? Can it be that this progress for 
which we sacrifice our repose, our 
tranquillity and sometimes even our 
lives, is only an illusion? This is the 
supreme problem which presented it- 
self to me as the result of all I saw 
and learnt during my travels in North 
and South America. 

“In former times quality was more 
important than quantity. We have 
now reversed the world in which our 
ancestors lived—piling up riches has 
become our aim. We have won lib- 
erty, destroyed almost all the limita- 
tions of the past, but we have had in 
the process to abandon «<!lmost all the 
ideals of artistic, moral or religious 
perfection held in veneration by our 
ancestors. Nowadays we must every- 
where sacrifice quality to quantity. 

‘Thus there are two standards by 
which we may judge civilization, the 
standard of quantity and the stand- 
ard of quality. One is typified by the 
civilization of America, and _ the 
other by the past civilization of Eu- 
rope. ther, judged by the other's 
standard, will appear deficient. You 
cannot reproach a Presidential can- 
didate in the United States who is 
compelled to make half a dozen 
speeches during the day if his style 
is not so polished nor his phrases 
ly turned as those of Cicero.

PAINT SMELLS. 

The “painting of sounds, noises 
and smells” is the latest ambition of 
the most advanced school of Paris 
futurist artists. Sounds, noises and 
smelis, they affirm, “are incorporated 
in the expressions of lines, volumes 
and colors, just as lines, volumes and 
colors are incorporated in the archi- 
tecture of musical work. From the 
point of view of form there are 
sounds, noises and smells which are 
concave or convex, triangular, ellipsoi- 
dal, oblong, conical, spherical, spiral- 
ic, ete. From the point of view of 
color they are yellow, red, indigo 
sky-blue and violet. In stations, fac- 
tories, garages, hangars and, in fact, 
throughout the whole of the world 
of sport and mechanics, the sounds 
are almost always red. In cafes, res- 
taurants or salons they are silverish, 
yellow and violet. As for the sounds, 
noises and smells of animals, they 
are yellow and blue; of women, 
green, sky-blue and violet.” In or- 
der to be the latest kind of a futurist 
you must use plenty of “reds, scream- 
ing reds,” and “greens, never enough 
greens; vellows, never enough yel- 
lows, exploding yellows, saffron, cop- 
per and early morning yellows.” 

KEEPS CORPSE IN ALCOHOL 
Hector Granet, an obscure scholar 
living at Viverolsg, in the Auverne, 
conceived the idea of in 
alcohol the corpse of dead fa- 
ther. This eccentric act appears to 
have supplied the touch which was 
nec to transform his obscurity 
into prominence. M. Granet is now 
the celebrity of Viverols. It has since 
been discovered his studies are 
worthy of some notice and the 
French government has decorated 
him with the Academic Palms. M. 
Granet also has prepared a gilass- 
roofed coffin similar to that for his 
father, which is one day to receive 
his own body for similar preserva- 
tion.

Time Extended Whereby Use 
May Be Made of It.

Collector 6f Internal Revenue Car- 
ter yesterday received additional regu- 
lations governing some of the features 
ef the income tax law that will be 
immediate interest to those per- 
gens coming under the operation of 
the sections covered by the act.

[ELD REVEALS 
MARKED GROWTH. 


Dec. 5.—An increase 
of about 28 per cent. in the produc- 
tion of the Whittler-Fullerton dis- 
trict will be revealed this year. This 
is remarkabie considering bow large 
the output of the district was .the 
becinning of thie year, and it is more 
remarkabiec silll when the fact is 
taken into considerable that this in- 
Crease is largely due to the produc- 
tion develuvned in one single division. 

The partiular section referred to 
is the Coyote Hills, all of which terri- 
tory is now practically controlled by 
the Standard Oil Company. The com- 
pany now has a production in the 
hills, since acquiring the Murphy Oil 
Company's holdings, of nearly 20,000 
barrels iailyg The oil is among the 
highest asayity in the field and yields 
unusually good returns when refined. 

While tne Standard’s success has 
heen the mest spectacular in the 
field. there have been Important in- 
creases in the yield of other divisions.

THE “RIGHT TO STRIKE.” 


(EDITORIAL.} 


EN WHO undertake to serve the people in any kind of a public utfl- 

ity, where their duties concern the daily life of citizens, take upon 
themselves a responsibility which they should not be allowed to 
shirk. For inatance, work people, having become accustomed to regular 
transportation from their homes in the suburbs to the factories, stores 
and offices, acquire a vested right to a continuance of that transportation, 
and they should not be kept from work and subjected to a loss of wages 
and great inconvenience by ahy organization which sought to tle up the

There afe other 
guarantors of $60,000 and smaller 
sums. Each member of the unton will, 
it is understood, be invited to guar- 
antee a sum commensurate with his 
position tn the commercial world, the 
intention being to create a fund of 
$250,000,000. One of the stipulations 
is that Individual guarantees will be- 
come operative only when this sum is 
secured. 

Great importance te attached to the 
operation of the guarantee fund in 
dealing with large and small strikes 
in the interest alike of employers and 
employees, and of commerce in the 
United Kingdom. It has now been 
arranged that all calle on the fund, 
which will be pro rata on the whole 
membership, shall not exceed 7% per 
cent. In any one year. Much legs than 
that proportion will, it ts belleved, be 
sufficient to secure adequate protec- 
tion for men willing te werk and to 
emplovers willing to employ. 

In the event of a struggle arising 
out of any tyranny bv trade unions, 
the members would be backed by the 
fund, and the expenditure of a smal) 
percentage in most cases would, so 
the leaders of the defense union hold, 
be adequate to ingure victory. 

The leaders of the movement ém- 
phasige the fact that the defense 
union is not espousing afy anti-trade 
union policy. They argue, however. 
that the vital interests of employers 
must, in view of what has happened 
in the last few years, be defended 
against the new trade untonism. The 
guarantee fund will defend members 
against interference of outside organt- 
zations, uphold the tnvioiability of 
contracts, and, when strikes are forced 
on them, prevent workmen from be- 
ing intimidated by members of trade 
unions or other kindred orranizations.
